PACES CONTRACTOR 
ON HOUSING JOB 


The prospect of paying a fine 
of $50 a day is faced by John 
Keith, Jr., contractor on the Up- 
land housing project, because the 
dwellings for 100 families will not 
be finished on July 7. 

It is possible, however, mem- 
bers of the housing authority will 
grant an extension of a few days 
due to delays in arrival of ma- 
terials over which the contractor 
had no control. T. M. Campbell, 
the project engineer, in his week- 
ly report, forecast the completion 
date as July 30. 

When the contract was signed 
at the outset of construction, the 
time limit for completion and the 
$50 daily fine were specified. Rain 
fell on two days, which automat- 
ically extended the completion 
date from July 5 to July 7, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Douglas Black, 
secretary of the housing authority. 

“When the houses are complet- 
ed a public ceremony will probably 
‘pe held and at that time the in- 
spection of the new homes for 
war workers will be permitted,” 
Mrs. Black explained. 

It is likely some of the houses 
will be completed within a week 
or so. If permission is received 
by national housing authorities, 
tenants will be selected for the 
first group of houses completed. 

According to Mr. Campbell’s re- 
port, all the brick work has been 
completed, 45 cement floors have 
been poured, all the rough plumb- 
ing has been installed and the 
-sewer line has been finished. He 
estimated that the total project 


.is 41.85 per cent finished. 


Framework is being placed for 
the community building, occupy- 
ing a central site amidst the 53 
duplex and single dwellings.

TO BE PAID SOON

chase of a $5 use stamp for the 
automobile.

Brady has ’em for every car own- 
er. These are to be obtained very 
soon for the next fiscal year, 
starting July 1. 

Under the tax law, motorists are 
required to display their use tax 
stamp in the lower right hand 
corner of the windshields of their 
cars, 

Data which must be tabulated 
on the back of the stamp includes 
make and type of motor vehicle, 
the engine number, and the state 
license number and not the serial 
number to be found on the small 
“v" tabs in California plates. 

The stamps, which cost $5, may 
be obtained at postoffices, offices 
of internal revenue, and all district 
offices of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California.

SIX MILLION IS 
TAX IN COUNTY 


Property tax levies in San Ber- 
nardino county totalled $6,393,707 
for 1942-43, the fiscal year which 
will end on June .30, California 
Taxpayers’ association stated to- 
day, making public. its study of 
tax levies on property in Cali- 
fornia counties. 

General city levies in the coun- 
ty totalled $859,898. Levies for 
county current purposes amounted 
to $2,537,241, and for couhty bonds 
$96,055. Levies for the school dis- 
tricts in the county totalled $1,- 
977,348 for current purposes, and 
$510,682 for school bonds. Special 
district taxes amounted to $412,- 
483, the association found. 

Local property taxes are only 
one source of revenue of local gov- 
ernments, the association pointed 
out. Other large items which go 
to finance the expenditures by 
local governments include grants, 
subventions, and shared taxes 
from the state and the federal 
governments, together with re- 
ceipts from fines, fees, licenses, 
and other miscellaneous sources.
